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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on July 5, 
2006 has been entered. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1,4,8, and 11-19 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With regard to Independent Claims 1 and 8, the Applicant has sufficiently 

amended and defined a direct backlight module including a reflective base having two 
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opposite side regions, and two ends of each side region have two opposite openings; a 
lamp tube having two electrodes respectively at two opposite ends of the lamp tube; a 
frame covering the reflective base and the lamp tube; a casing between the frame and 
the reflective base and which is mounted to the reflective base, whereby the casing 
includes a first side wall and a second side wall spaced from the first side wall, fixed to 
the reflective base and a top wall joining the first and second side walls opposite the 
reflective base, so as to define a chamber, further wherein one of the electrodes of the 
lamp tube is disposed. The prior art fails to teach or suggest the combination of 
structural elements disclosed therein, specifically to an airflow channel formed by the 
combination of the chamber and one of the openings of each of the side regions of the 
reflective base, whereby the frame has holes opposing opposite ends of the airflow 
channel, and all subsequent dependent claims are allowed.
